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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— JW\%  survey  includes  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  IJnters  and  manufacturing  plants  consunning 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  l\/!-22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
Aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
a  sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  ware- 
houses, accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption 
and  commercial  stocks. 

Survey  frro/-— Figures  for  the  current  month  may  in- 
clude estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  im- 
puted from  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
firms  and  are  generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent 
for  any  one  item.  Individual  items  with  higher  than  10-percent 
imputation  rate  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Date— Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  have  been  revised 
by  more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are 
indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment—The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).

Seasonal  Ad/ustment-Thh  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  method  II  seasonal  adjustment  pro- 
gram. This  seasonal  adjustment  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving 
average  method.  The  seasonal  adjustment  program  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  vari- 
ations repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series. 
The  seasonally  adjusted  data  provides  a  better  measure  than 
the  not  seasonally  adjusted  (original)  data  of  the  month-to- 
month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal 
pattern. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Sfoc/rs  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments-lrwentory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters 
pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business 
of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc/rs— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System )-\nc\udes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

\Scope  of  Survey— lV\\s  survey  includes  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  nnanufacturing  plants  consunning 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

I  Sampling  Description— Ihe  data  shown  in  this  publication 
Uere  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M-22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
V1-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
Aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
a  sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  ware- 
louses,  accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption 
and  commercial  stocks. 

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  may  in- 
:lude  estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
-eceived  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  im- 
puted from  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
•irms  and  are  generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent 
or  any  one  item.  Individual  items  with  higher  than  10-percent 
mputation  rate  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
)otential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
he  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
iiot  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
ange  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
inknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
he  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
ncreases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
hould  be  used  with  caution.

Seasonal  Adjustment-Th\s  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  method  II  seasonal  adjustment  pro- 
gram. This  seasonal  adjustment  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving 
average  method.  The  seasonal  adjustment  program  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  vari- 
ations repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series. 
The  seasonally  adjusted  data  provides  a  better  measure  than 
the  not  seasonally  adjusted  (original)  data  of  the  month-to- 
month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal 
pattern. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \nMentor\  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters 
pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business 
of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc/rs-Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles-The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System) -\nc\udes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  othenrt/ise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey -J\r>\%  survey  includes  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fitters  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M-22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
Aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
a  sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  ware- 
houses, accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption 
and  commercial  stocks. 

Survey  Error-Figures  for  the  current  month  may  in- 
clude estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  im- 
puted from  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
firms  and  are  generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent 
for  any  one  item.  Individual  items  with  higher  than  10-percent 
imputation  rate  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dae-Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  have  been  revised 
by  more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are 
indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  rep)orting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).

Seasonal  A  djustmen  t-Th  is  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This  pro- 
gram is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely  eliminates 
the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated 
constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  seasonally 
adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month-to- month 
variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal  pattern. 
Additional  information  concerning  seasonal  adjustment  is  avail- 
able in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement  issued  in  this  series. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— Inventory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters 
pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses -Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business 
of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc/rs— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  S/sfem,;-lncludes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  ail  other  waste  materials.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

I  Scope  of  Survey— Ihxs  survey  includes  public  warehouses  of 
I  cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M-22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  Thf 
Aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
a  sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  ware- 
houses, accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption 
and  commercial  stocks. 

Survey  Error- Figures  for  the  current  month  may  in- 
clude estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  im- 
puted from  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
firms  and  are  generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent 
for  any  one  item.  Individual  items  with  higher  than  10-percent 
imputation  rate  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
I  the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

:  Revision  to  Previous  Period  Data— Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  have  been  revised 
by  more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are 
indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).

Seasonal  Ad/ustment-Th\s  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This  pro- 
gram is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely  eliminates 
the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated 
constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  seasonally 
adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month-to-month 
variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal  pattern. 
Additional  information  concerning  seasonal  adjustment  is  avail- 
able in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement  issued  in  this  series. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \n\ientor\  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters 
pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business 
of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc/rs— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  Sysfem,; -Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey-Th\s  survey  includes  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  filjers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M-22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
Aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
a  sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  ware- 
houses, accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption 
and  commercial  stocks. 

Survey  Error- Figures  for  the  current  month  may  in- 
clude estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  im- 
puted from  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
firms  and  are  generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent 
for  any  one  item.  Individual  items  with  higher  than  10-percent 
imputation  rate  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
ootential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
•ange  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Date— Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  have  been  revised 
by  more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are 
indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).

Seasonal  Adjustment -This  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  1B.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This  pro- 
gram is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely  eliminates 
the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated 
constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  seasonally 
adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month-to-month 
variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal  pattern. 
Additional  information  concerning  seasonal  adjustment  is  avail- 
able in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement  issued  in  this  series. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— Inventory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters 
pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business 
of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  gomg 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  SfocArs— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  S/sfem^— Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— Thh  survey  includes  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M-22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
Aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
a  sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  ware- 
houses, accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption 
and  commercial  stocks. 

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  may  in- 
clude estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  inv 
puted  from  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
firms  and  are  generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent 
for  any  one  item.  Individual  items  with  higher  than  10-percent 
imputation  rate  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Date— Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  have  been  revised 
by  more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are 
[indicated  by  footnotes. 

I  Reporting  Period  Adjustment—The  data  are  adjusted  for 
lumber  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).

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Seasonal  Adjustment-Thh  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This  pro- 
gram is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely  eliminates 
the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated 
constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  seasonally 
adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month-to-month 
variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal  pattern. 
Additional  information  concerning  seasonal  adjustment  is  avail- 
able in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement  issued  in  this  series. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Estabiishments—\r\Mentory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters 
pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses -Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business 
of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Stocks— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  S/sfem,/— Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

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DESCRIPTrON  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Siy/ve/— This  survey  includes  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  filjers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M-22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
Aggrjegates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
a  sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  ware- 
houses, accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption 
and  commercial  stocks. 

Survey  Error- Figures  for  the  current  month  may  in- 
clude estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  im- 
puted from  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
firms  and  are  generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent 
for  any  one  item.  Individual  items  with  higher  than  10-percent 
imputation  rate  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Date— Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  have  been  revised 
by  more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are 
indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).

Seasonal  Adjustment-Th'is  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  in  table  1 A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This  pro- 
gram is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely  eliminates 
the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated 
constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  seasonally 
adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month-to-month 
variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal  pattern. 
Additional  information  concerning  seasonal  adjustment  is  avail- 
able in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement  issued  in  this  series. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments-Inventor'^  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters 
pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses -Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business 
of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  vyhich  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  StocA^s-Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  5/sfem; -Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  St/n/ey-This  survey  includes  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fillers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description-lhe  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M-22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
Aggi/egates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
a  sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  ware- 
houses, accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption 
and  commercial  stocks. 

Survey  £rror- Figures  for  the  current  month  may  in- 
clude estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  im- 
puted from  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
firms  and  are  generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent 
for  any  one  item.  Individual  items  with  higher  than  10-percent 
imputation  rate  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Date -Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  have  been  revised 
by  more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are 
indicated  by  footnotes.

Seasonal  Adjustment— Thh  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey-Thh  survey  includes  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fillers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description -The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  l\/l-22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
Aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
a  sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  ware- 
houses, accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption 
and  commercial  stocks. 

Survey  Error- Figures  for  the  current  month  may  in- 
clude estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  im- 
puted from  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
firms  and  are  generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent 
for  any  one  item.  Individual  items  with  higher  than  10-percent 
imputation  rate  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Data-Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  have  been  revised 
by  more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are 
indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment-The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  St//vey-This  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description -The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M-22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
Aggipgates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
a  sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  ware- 
houses, accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption 
and  commercial  stocks. 

Survey  frrar- Figures  for  the  current  month  may  in- 
dude  estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  im- 
puted from  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
firms  and  are  generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent 
for  any  one  item.  Individual  items  with  higher  than  10-percent 
imputation  rate  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Data-Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
rriade,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  have  been  revised 
by  more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are 
Indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Ad/ustment-The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).

Seasonal  Ad/ustment~Th\s  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This  pro- 
gram is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely  eliminates 
the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated 
constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  seasonally 
adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month-to-month 
variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal  pattern.

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments-\n\tentor/  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters 
pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses—Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business 
of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  vyhich  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Stocks— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  Systemy— Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  othenwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey-lh\%  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consunning 
cotton  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description -The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M-22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
IV1-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
Aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
a  sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  ware- 
houses, accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption 
and  commercial  stocks. 

Survey  Error- Figures  for  the  current  month  may  in- 
clude estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  im- 
puted from  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
firms  and  are  generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent 
for  any  one  item.  Individual  items  with  higher  than  10-percent 
imputation  rate  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Date -Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  estimates  were 
made,  and  other  corrections.  Figures  which  have  been  revised 
by  more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are 
indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment-Jhe  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).

Seasonal  Adjustment— This  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This  pro- 
gram is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely  eliminates 
the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated 
constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  seasonally 
adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month-to-month 
variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal  pattern.

SUMMARY  OF  FINDINGS 

Fotal  cotton  consumption  for  the  cotton  season  of  1976-1977 
tecreased  7  percent  over  the  consumption  of  cotton  for  the 


1975-76  cotton  season  and  consumption  of  manmade  fiber 
staple  increased  6  percent  over  the  1975-1976  cotton  season. 
However,  at  the  same  time  stocl<s  of  cotton  decreased  by  18 
percent.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey -Ihis  survey  includes  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description-The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M-22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters. 

This  report  summarized  the  consumption  and  stocks  data 
published  monthly  in  the  Current  Industrial  Reports  Series 
M22P  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Linters- 
Consumption  and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity.  A  tabulation  of 
the  annual  reports  submitted  by  respondents  who  are  excluded 
from  the  monthly  mailing  panel  did  not  show  any  significant 
differences  compared  to  the  monthly  estimates.  As  a  result,  no 
revisions  have  been  made  to  the  monthly  figures  previously 
published  in  this  series. 

Survey  £/ror-Figures  for  each  month  may  include  estimates 
for  respondents  whose  reporte  were  not  received  in  time  for 
tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  imputed  from  month-to- 
month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are  generally 
limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  higher  than  10-percent  imputation  rate  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  Is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment-Vne  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  fsteW/s/jmenft- Inventory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp.

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DESCRIPTrON  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey-This  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description -The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M-22N 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
Aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
a  sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  ware- 
houses, accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption 
and  commercial  stocks. 

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  may  in- 
clude estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "im- 
puted" from  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
firms  and  are  generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent 
for  any  one  item.  Individual  items  with  imputations  greater 
than  10-percent  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa-Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment-The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).

Seasonal  Ad/ustment~Th\s  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This  pro- 
gram is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely  eliminates 
the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated 
constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  seasonally 
adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month-to-month 
variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal  pattern. 
Additional  information  concerning  seasonal  adjustment  is  avail- 
able in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement  issued  in  this  series. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments-Inventory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters 
pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses -Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business 
of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  vyhich  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Stocks-Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles-lhe  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System )-\nc\u6e%  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— Jh\s  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  puDlication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M-22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
IVI-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
Aggcegates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
a  sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  ware- 
houses, accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption 
and  commercial  stocks. 

Survey  f/ror- Figures  for  the  current  month  may  in- 
clude estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
-eceived  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "im- 
Duted"  from  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
firms  and  are  generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent 
for  any  one  item.  Individual  items  with  imputations  greater 
than  10-percent  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
)otential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
he  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
lOt  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
ange  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
jnknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
he  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
ncreases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
hould  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa— Statistics  for  previous 
lonths  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
espondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
reviously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections, 
igures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
reviously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
lumber  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
or  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).

Seasonal  Adjustment— lh\s  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  In  table  1 A  for  selected  series  shown  In  table  IB.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This  pro- 
gram is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely  eliminates 
the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated 
constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  seasonally 
adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month-to-month 
variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal  pattern. 
Additional  information  concerning  seasonal  adjustment  is  avail- 
able in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement  issued  in  this  series. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \r\yenXory/  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters 
pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses—Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business 
of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  Issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Stocks—Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  Indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  Sysfem^— Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— Jhh  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description~The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M-22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
Aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
a  sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  ware- 
houses, accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption 
and  commercial  stocks. 

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  may  in- 
clude estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
eceived  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "im- 
3uted"  from  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
■irms  and  are  generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent 
or  any  one  item.  Individual  items  with  imputations  greater 
han  10-percent  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the

Seasonal  Adjustment-JY\\s  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This  pro- 
gram is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely  eliminates 
the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated 
constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  seasonally 
adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month-to-month 
variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal  pattern.

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \r\\isntor^  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters 
pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses -Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business 
of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  vyhich  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Stoc/rs-Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles-The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System) -\nc\udes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey-l\\\s  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description -The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M-22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters'.  The 
Aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
a  sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  ware- 
houses, accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption 
and  commercial  stocks. 

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  in- 
clude estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
eceived  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "im- 
3uted"  from  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
firms  and  are  generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent 
for  any  one  item.  Individual  items  with  imputations  greater 
:han  10-percent  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
Dotential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
:he  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
lot  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
ange  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
jnknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
he  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
ncreases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
hould  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa— Statistics  for  previous 
Tionths  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
espondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
Dreviously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
3reviously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment —The   data   are    adjusted    for

Seasonal  Ad/ustment-Th\s  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This  pro- 
gram is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely  eliminates 
the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated 
constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  seasonally 
adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month-to-month 
variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal  pattern. 
Additional  information  concerning  seasonal  adjustment  is  avail- 
able in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement  issued  in  this  series. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments-\n\ientox\f  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters 
pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business 
of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Stocks-Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles-The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System )-\nc\udes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— This  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption 
of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description -The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
IV122P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
Aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
a  sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  ware- 
nouses,  accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption 
and  commercial  stocks. 

Survey  Error—  Figures  for  the  current  month  in- 
;lude  estimates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not 
eceived  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "im- 
luted"  from  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
irms  and  are  generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent 
or  any  one  item.  Individual  items  with  imputations  greater 
han  10  percent  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
lotentiai  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
he  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
ot  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
ange  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
nknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
ne  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
icreases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
lould  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa-Statistics  for  previous 
nonths  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
espondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were

Seasonal  Adjustment-Th\s  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This  pro- 
gram is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely  eliminates 
the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated 
constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  seasonally 
adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month-to-month 
variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal  pattern. 
Additional  information  concerning  seasonal  adjustment  is  avail- 
able in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement  issued  in  this  series. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments-\r\yer\toTy  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  In  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters 
pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business 
of  the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  vyhich  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sroc/rs -Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles-The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System )-\r\c\udes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  othenA/ise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

Seasonal  Adjustment -Jh\s  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.

Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:    On 
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hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— This  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
corton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Sun^y  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \nyenXors  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:    On 
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hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Stocks-Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles-The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (cotton  Sysfem^-lncludes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems. affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data : 

(a)  \/a/uar/on -There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output-\/a\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

fxports-Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 


/mporft- Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  Unite 
States.  It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  dut> 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

(b)  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output-Becauit 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  ; 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  con  , 
binations  of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certa 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  outpi 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  mini 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understate 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  da 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low- Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  impoi 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  n 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effecti 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-1  ' 
value   of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the   four-digit  Indus' 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distribui 
among  the   individual    five-digit   product   classes.   Export  a: 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefo, 
be  slightly  overstated.  ' 

(e)  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  will  b 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  , 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especi.v 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involvl 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  anril 
figures. 

(f)  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Impor- 
Export  and   import  data  do  not  include   materials  which 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exporter  ^ 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exp  tt| 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  import 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  consider, 
understated.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— Th\s  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Sun/ey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item.

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.

Reporting  Period  Adjustment-The  data  are  adjusted  for 
lumber  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
or  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
alendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
0  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— Jhh  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \mentor\  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses—Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:    On 
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hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Stocks— StocV.s  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)— \r\c\u6es  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
In  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data: 

(a)  Valuation— Jhe\e  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output— \/a\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

fxports-Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 


/mports-\/ a\ued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

(b)  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Ot/tput- Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  com- 
binations of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low- Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions- 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  to 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind— The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and  j 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

(e)  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports— There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by  i 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

(f)  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

(g)  Used  Commodities— W\th  a  few  exceptions,  used  or 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export 
codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to 
the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— This  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
IVI22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Oafa— Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment -The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  dayi  in  the  reporting  fjeriod  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— This  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \r\ver\tory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and   raw  linters  as  follows:    On 
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hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Stocks  Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles-The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System) -\r\c\udes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  ystem  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  numbei  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  smail  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data : 

(a)  \/a/t/af/on -There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output-V a\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

Exports-Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 


Imports-Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

(b)  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output-Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  com- : 
binations  of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain  i 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low- Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions- 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  to 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on^ 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-Thei 
value   of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small   amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the   individual    five-digit   product   classes.    Export  and  i 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

(e)  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

(f)  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  export! 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  tc 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerablv 
understated. 

(g)  Used  Commodities-Wnh  a  few  exceptions,  usea  oi 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  expor 
codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  tc 
the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— lh\s  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  nnanufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 


Sampling  Description —The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  frror— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa— Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections.

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment-Thh  report  presents  seasonally  ad 
justed  data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IBi 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  th(

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  c  ' 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  c 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growtl 
These  figures  include   cotton   and   raw  linters  as  follows:    C 
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hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shjpnnent  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Stocks-Slocks  of  cotton  and  Imters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  Sysre/T?^  — Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISOIM  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the.  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  weie  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  ditiering  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  typt  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  tne  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
n  ery  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
Darable  domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
n  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
linct,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
allowing  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
jf  data: 

I 

(a)  Valuation— Ther^  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
he  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output— \/a\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

fxporfs— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 


/mportt— Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

(b)  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output— Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  otner  commodities,  com- 
binations of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low- Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions- 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  to 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

(e)  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports— There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

(f)  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

(g)  Used  Commodities— W\th  a  few  exceptions,  used  or 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export 
codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to 
the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade.

Scope  of  Survey— Jh\s  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 


Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  frror— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Data— Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— Jh\s  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \n\ientor^  of, 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private, 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants,! 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp., 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth.. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:    On! 


hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Stocks-Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spind/es-The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System) -\nc\udes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com 
modify  classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
i  import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
iparable  domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
iince,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
3f  data : 

(a)  Valuation-There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
:lie  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output~Va\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

fxports- Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 
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//npo/Ts-Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

(b)  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output-Secause 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  com- 
binations of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low- Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions- 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  to 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

(e)  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

(f)  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

(g)  Used  Commodities-W\th  a  few  exceptions,  used  or 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export 
codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to 
the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade.

Total     cotton     consumption     for     the     cotton     season     of 
1977-1978  decreased  4  percent  over  the  consumption  of  cotton 


for  the  1976-1977  cotton  season  and  consumption  of  manmade 
fiber  staple  increased  5  percent  over  the  1976-1977  cotton 
season.  However,  at  the  same  time  stocks  of  cotton  increased  by 
49  percent.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


Scope  of  Survey— lh\i  survey  includes  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  IVI-22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
l\/l-22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters. 

This  report  summarized  the  consumption  and  stocks  data 
published  monthly  In  the  Current  Industrial  Reports  Series 
l\/122P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Llnters- 
Consumptlon  and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity.  A  tabulation  of 
the  annual  reports  submitted  by  respondents  who  are  excluded 
from  the  monthly  mailing  panel  did  not  show  any  significant 
differences  compared  to  the  monthly  estimates.  As  a  result,  no 
revisions  have  been  made  to  the  monthly  figures  previously 
published  in  this  series. 

Survey  frror— Figures  for  each  month  may  include  estimates 
for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for 
tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  imputed  from  month-to- 
month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are  generally 
limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  Item. 
Individual  Items  with  higher  than  10-percent  Imputation  rate  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  Indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  or  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however.  Increases  as  the  percentage  of  Imputation 
Increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  Sweek  periods).

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— [nventory  of 
materials  located  In  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 


Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  Include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  or  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 


Farm  and  Gin  SfocArs— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  Include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 


Consumption  (Cotton  S/sfem,^— Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  Inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

l|  This  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted  data  for  the  years 
"  973  to  1978  for  a  number  of  the  more  important  series  pub- 
ished  monthly  in  Current  Industrial  Reports  Series  M22P, 
Jotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Linters.  The  data  for  the 
ears  1970  to  1972  were  excluded  from  this  publication  be- 
ause  there  were  no  significant  changes.  These  data  are  available 
n  the  M22P  Seasonal  Adjustment  Supplement  published  in 
/larch  1976. 


The  seasonal  adjustment  program  largely  eliminates  the 
.iffect  of  normal  seasonal  variations  (including  variations  due  to 

acations,  weather,  etc.)  as  measured  over  the  time  period  for 
ivhich  data  were  used.  The  resulting  information  thus  provides 
]j  better  measure  than  the  original  data  of  the  month-to-month 
variations  which  are  due  to  factors  that  are  not  associated  with 

repetitive  seasonal  pattern. 

The  seasonal  adjustments  were  made  using  the  X-11  variant 
if  the  Census  Bureau's  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This  pro- 
iram  is  amply  described  in  the  literature  on  this  method.'  It 
hould  be  noted  that  the  data  included  in  this  report  are  ad- 
justed on  an  establishment  basis,  prior  to  tabulation  for  varia- 
'ion  in  the  length  of  the  reporting  period  such  as  4-week, 
t-week,  or  calendar  month. 

For  each   series  included   in   this  report  the  following  data 
re  shown: 

1.  Seasonally-adjusted  data 

2.  Data  without  seasonal  adjustment  (original  series) 

3.  Seasonal  adjustment  factors.  The  seasonally-adjusted  data 
are  obtained  by  dividing  the  unadjusted  data  by  the 
seasonal  factors  for  the  specific  month 

4.  Average  percentage  changes  and  related  measures  for 
for  each  series.

The  seasonally  adjusted  data  were  developed  for  each  of  the 
detailed  series  shown.  Adjusted  data  for  the  summary  totals 
are  obtained  by  summarizing  the  adjusted  lower  order  totals 
to  higher  levels.  The  seasonal  factors  for  these  higher  level 
totals  are  implied  factors  developed  by  dividing  the  unadjusted 
data  by  the  adjusted  data  and  will  differ  somewhat  from  that 
which  would  have  been  obtained  by  direct  seasonal  adjustment 
of  the  data. 

BRIEF  DEFINITIONS  OF  MEASURES  SHOWN 
IN  TABLE  4 

The  following  are  brief  definitions;  more  complete  explana- 
tions appear  in  Electronic  Computers  and  Business  Indicators, 
by  Julius  Shiskin,  issued  as  Occasional  Paper  57  by  the  Na- 
tional Bureau  of  Economic  Research,  1957  (reprinted  from 
Journal  of  Business,  October  1957). 

CI  is  the  average  month-to-month  percentage  change, 
without  regard  to  sign,  in  the  seasonally  adjusted  series  (i.e., 
the  series  after  adjustment  for  measurable  seasonal,  trading-day, 
and  holiday  variations). 

I  is  the  same  for  the  irregular  component,  obtained  by 
dividing  the  cyclical  component  into  the  seasonally  adjusted 
series. 

C  is  the  same  for  the  cyclical  component,  a  smooth,  flexible 
moving  average  of  the  seasonally  adjusted  series. 

I/C  is  a  measure  of  the  relative  smoothness  (small  values)  or 
irregularity  (large  values)  of  the  seasonally  adjusted  series.  It  is 
shown  for  1 -month  spans  and  for  spans  of  the  period  of  MCD. 
When  MCD  is  "6,"  no  I/C  ratio  is  shown  for  the  MCD  period. 

Months  for  Cyclical  Dominance  (MCD)  provides  an  estimate 
of  the  appropriate  time  span  over  which  to  observe  cyclical 
movemeni|sJjj„^^  fniCxrtthLy'"«ert^s.

Feb. -Mar.,  etc.),  2-month  spans  (Jan. -Mar.,  Feb.-Apr.,  etc.), 
up  to  12-month  spans.  Averages,  without  regard  to  sign,  are 
then  computed  for  the  changes  over  each  span.  MCD  is  the 
shortest  span  in  months  for  which  the  average  percentage 
change  (without  regard  to  sign)  in  the  cyclical  component 
is  larger  than  the  average  percentage  change  (without  regard 
to  sign)  in  their  regular  component,  and  remains  so.

The 
MCD  is  an  unweighted  moving  average  (with  the  number  of 
terms  equal  to  MCD)  of  the  seasonally  adjusted  series. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of 
manufacturers  and  represent  total  U.S.  consumption  of  cotton 
and  manmade  fiber  staple  on  the  cotton  system.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  St/rveK— This  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description —The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa— Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment-The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— Ihh  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— Inventory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses— Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows;    On 
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hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc/cs— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  S)'sfe/77,/-lncludes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data: 

(a)  Valuation— There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output— \l a\\ie6  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

fxports— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 


lmports-\la\ued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

(b)  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Owfpuf- Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  com- 
binations of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low-Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions— 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  to 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind— The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

(e)  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports— There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

(f)  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

(g)  Used  Commodities— W\Xh  a  few  exceptions,  used  or 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export 
codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to 
the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— Jh\%  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description —The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Date— Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— This  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \r\\/entor\  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses—Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures   include   cotton   and   raw  linters  as  follows:    On 
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hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipnnent  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued";  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc/fs— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)— \nc\udes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com 
modity  classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification,  "^nis 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data: 

(a)  Valuation— There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output-Valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
Includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

Exports— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 


Imports— \/a\ued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

(b)  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output- Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  com- 
binations of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low- Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions— 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  to 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

(e)  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports— There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

(f)  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

(g)  Used  Commodities— With  a  few  exceptions,  used  or 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export 
codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to 
the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— Jh\s  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  (inters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— l\\e  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa— Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
areviously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
lOreviously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

i  Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
lumber  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
or  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
alendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
0  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— Th\s  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  tiie  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \r\ver\tor\  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses— Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures   include   cotton   and   raw  linters  as  follows:    On 
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hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into'  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc/fs— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— Ihe  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  Sysfe/n,/— Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  numbei  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data: 

(a)  Valuation— There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Ourpt/f— Valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

Exports— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 


Imports-V a\ued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

(b)  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Oufpwf- Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  com- 
binations of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated.  , 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data  I 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low- Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions—  < 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports  ] 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not  I 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective  ! 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  to 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

(e)  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports— There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures.

I  Scope  of  Survey— Th\s  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
'  cotton    dnd    raw  Imters  and   manufacturing  plants  consuming 

c&tton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
(  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
i  new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded   from  this 

report. 

Sampling  Description —The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa-Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

I  Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
lumber  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
alendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
:o  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— Th\s  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \r\ventor\  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses— Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures   include   cotton   and   raw  linters  as   follows:    On 
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hand,  far  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or'  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Stocks— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  S/sfem^-lncludes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  oroblems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data: 

(a)  Valuation-There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output-M a\ueci  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

Exports-Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 


/mportt-Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

(b)  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Ot/fpuf- Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  com- 
binations of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low- Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions- 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  to 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind— The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

(e)  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports— There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

(f)  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

(g)  Used  Commodities— W\th  a  few  exceptions,  used  or 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export 
codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to 
the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— Th\s  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  dnd  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top.  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  Errar— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa— Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

1  Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment -Jh\s  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments-Inventor'^  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses -Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures   include   cotton   and   raw  linters  as  follows:    On 
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hand,  far  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or'  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Connmodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  SfocArs— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  Sys?e/n^— Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data: 

(a)  Valuation— There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output— V a\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

fxporfs— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 


Imports— \Ja\ue6  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

(b)  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Ot/fpt/f— Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  com- 
binations of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low-Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions— 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  to 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

(d)  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

(e)  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports— There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

(f)  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

(g)  Used    Commodities— W\Xh    a    few   exceptions,    used    or 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export 
codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  : 
the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  SurveK— This  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cbtton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  Imters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top.  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— Ihe  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
i  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
j  unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa— Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
lumber  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
'or  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
alendar  month,  4week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
0  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar.

Seasonal  Adjustment— This  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month  to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series.

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.

amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  outpu' 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minu: 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  datj 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

(c)  Low- Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions- 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  import 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  no 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effectivf 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  U 
October  1969.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— Jh'\%  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  nnanufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top.anrl  otHer  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa— Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment-Th\s  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \r\Menxor\  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
torm,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Sxocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:    On 
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hand,  far  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
In  transit  tc5  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Stocks— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  Sysfem,/— Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  oroblems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data : 

a  Valuation— There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Ouipt/f— Valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

Exports— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 


Imports-M a\ued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

b  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output-Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  com- 
binations of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

c  Low-Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions— 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  to 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

d  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind— The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports— There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

f  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

g  Used  Commodities— Wnh  a  few  exceptions,  used  or 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export 
codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to 
the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— Th\s  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  nnanufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top.  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description —The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse.  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa— Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
I  previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— Jh\s  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— Inventory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures   include   cotton   and   raw  linters  as  follows:    On 
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hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc/rs— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)  — \r\c\u6es  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  r.dustry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  oroblems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
In  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data : 

a  Va/t/af/on— There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output— \/a\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
Includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

Exports— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  If  not  sold,  and  inland  freight. 
Insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 


/mportt-Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

b  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output-Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  com- 
binations of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  In  the  table. 

c  Low-  Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions- 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  to 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities.

level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
Import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports— There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  Intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  Is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

f  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  Imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  Intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

g  Used  Commodities— W\th  a  few  exceptions,  used  or 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  Import  or  export 
codes  as  Is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to 
the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— Jh\s  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw/  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
c&tton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top.  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
A^ere  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
\^22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
iggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
ample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
iccounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
lommercial  stocks.

Survey  £r/Tor— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
nates  for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
or  tabulation.

Seasonal  Adjustment— Jbh  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocl<s  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— Irwientory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures   Include   cotton   and   raw  linters  as  follows;    On 
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hand,  far  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  SfocA^s— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  durmg  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System) -Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  sy^em  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  oroblems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data : 

a.  Va/t/af/o/i— There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Ootpuf— Valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

Exports— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 


Imports-M alued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

b.  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output-Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  com- 
binations of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

c  .  Low- Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions- 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports 
valued  under  S251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  to 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

d.  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  diftributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e.  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports— There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

f .  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

g .  Used  Commodities— Wnh  a  few  exceptions,  used  or 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export 
codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstatc-d  to 
the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— Th\s  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cbtton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description -The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  m  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  ope  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa— Statistics  for  previous 
Tionths  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
■espondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
Jreviously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections, 
igures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
jreviously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
lumber  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
or  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
alendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
D  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— Jh\%  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \n\ientory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures   include   cotton  and   raw  linters  as  follows.    On 
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hand,  far  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or'  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc/rs-Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles-Jhe  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  w/hich  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)  — \nc\udes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  oroblems  Involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  'Jnited  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data : 

a.  Valuation— There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output-V a\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
Includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

fxports-Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 


Imports— Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

b.  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output— Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  com- 
binations of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

c.  Low-Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions- 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  to 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

d.  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
Import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e.  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

f.  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

g.  Used  Commodities-W\Xh  a  few  exceptions,  used  or 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export 
codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to 
the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey-Jh\s  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  nnanufacturmg  plants  consuming 
c&tton,  mannriade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top.  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description —The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  (\/122N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  Error— figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
month-tomonth  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for

alendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
.0  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— Thh  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \r\ventor\  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include   cotton   and   raw  linters  as  follows:    On 
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hand,  far  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc/rs— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— Ihe  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  Sysfe/n,/  — Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  oroblems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data: 

a.  Valuation— There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output— \l a\\ie6  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

Exports— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 


Imports-Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

b.  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output-Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  com- 
binations of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

c.  Low- Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions— 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  S100  prior  to 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

d.  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind— The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e.  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports— There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

f .  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

g .  Used  Commodities— W\th  a  few  exceptions,  used  or 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export 
codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to 
the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— Jh\i,  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cbtton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item.

The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
he  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
Increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
hould  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa— Statistics  for  previous 
lonths  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
sspondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
reviously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
;  igures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
reviously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
jmber  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
ir  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
jilendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
|i  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— Thh  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \r\\ier\tor\  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
lasc  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses -Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows;    On 
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hand,  far  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  SfocA:s -Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles-l\ne  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  SKsfem^-lncludes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the   statistical   export  and   import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed   independently  and  are 
based    on    somewhat   differing   systems   of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from   the   differences   in  the  basic  commodity   classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very   small   quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should   be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data:

It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

b.  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output-Becaus 

producers'    shipments   of   some  commodities  may   be   used  a 

materials    for    incorporation    into    other    commodities,    com 

binations  of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certal 

amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  outpu 

or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minu 

exports)    at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understatec 

Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  dat 

are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table.

c.  Low- Valued     Export     and     Import     Transactions 

Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imporijfT 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  nc 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effectiv 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  t 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  o 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

d.  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-1\ 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industt 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distribute 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  ar 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefor 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e.  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  will  be 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  I 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especial 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involve 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  anni 
figures.

for  the  1977-1978  cotton  season,  and  consumption  of  manmade 
fiber  staple  decreased  2  percent  over  the  1977-1978  cotton 
season.  However,  at  the  same  time  stocks  of  cotton  decreased 
by  39  percent.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


Scope  of  Survey— Jh\%  survey  includes  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampiing  Description —The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters. 

This  report  summarized  the  consumption  and  stocks  data 
published  monthly  in  the  Current  Industrial  Reports  Series 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Linters— Con- 
sumption and  Stocks,  and  Spindle  Activity.  A  tabulation  of 
the  annual  reports  submitted  by  respondents  who  are  excluded 
from  the  monihly  mailing  panel  did  not  show  any  significant 
differences  compared  to  the  monthly  estimates.  As  a  result,  no 
revisions  have  been  made  to  the  monthly  figures  previously 
published  in  this  series. 

Survey  frro/'— Figures  for  each  month  may  include  estimates 
for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for 
tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  imputed  from  month-to- 
month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are  generally 
limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  higher  than  10-percent  imputation  rate  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \n\ientory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 


Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses— Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows;  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  or  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 


Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc/rs— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 


Consumption  (Cotton  S/sfem^-lncludes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.

This  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted  data  for  the  year 
1974  to  1979  for  a  number  of  the  more  important  series  pub- 
lished monthly  in  Current  Industrial  Reports  Series  M22P, 
Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Linters.  The  data  for  the 
years  1970  to  1973  were  excluded  from  this  publication  be- 
cause there  were  no  significant  changes.  These  data  are  available 
in  the  M22P  Seasonal  Adjustment  Supplement  published  in 
March  1979. 

The    seasonal    adjustment    program    largely    eliminates    the 

effect  of  normal  seasonal  variations  (including  variations  due  to 

vacations,  weather,  etc.)  as  measured  over  the  time  period  for 

which  data  were  used.  The  resulting  information  thus  provides 

)l  a  better  measure  than  the  original  data  of  the  month-to-month 

j  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  that  are  not  associated  with 

I  a  repetitive  seasonal  pattern. 

t  The  seasonal  adjustments  were  made  using  the  X-11  variant 
of  the  Census  Bureau's  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This  pro- 
gram is  amply  described  in  the  literature  on  this  method.'  It 
'!  should  be  noted  that  the  data  included  in  this  report  are  ad- 
justed on  an  establishment  basis,  prior  to  tabulation  for  varia- 
tion in  the  length  of  the  reporting  period  such  as  4-week, 
5-week,  or  calendar  month. 

For  each  series  included  in  this  report  the  following  data 
are  shown: 

1.  Seasonally-adjusted  data 

2    Data  without  seasonal  adjustment  (original  series) 

3.  Seasonal  adjustment  factors.  The  seasonally-adjusted  data 
are  obtained  by  dividing  the  unadjusted  data  by  the 
seasonal  factors  for  the  specific  month 

4.  Average  percentage  changes  and  related  measures  for  each 
series.

The  seasonally  adjusted  data  were  developed  for  each  of  the 
detailed  series  shown.  Adjusted  data  for  the  summary  totals 
are  obtained  by  summarizing  the  adjusted  lower  order  totals 
to  higher  levels.  The  seasonal  factors  for  these  higher  level 
totals  are  implied  factors  developed  by  dividing  the  unadjusted 
data  by  the  adjusted  data  and  will  differ  somewhat  from  that 
which  would  have  been  obtained  by  direct  seasonal  adjustment 
of  the  data.

It  is  small  for  smooth  series  and 
large  for  irregular  series.  In  deriving  MCD,  percentage  changes 
are  computed  separately  for  the  irregular  component  and  the 
cyclical  component  over  1-month  spans.  (Jan. -Feb.,  Feb. -Mar., 
etc.),  2-month  spans  (Jan. -Mar.,  Feb. -Apr.,  etc.),  up  to  12- 
month  spans.  Averages,  without  regard  to  sign,  are  then  com- 
puted for  the  changes  over  each  span,  MCD  is  the  shortest  span 
in  months  for  which  the  average  percentage  change  (without 
regard  to  sign)  in  the  cyclical  component  is  larger  than  the 
average  percentage  change  (without  regard  to  sign)  in  their  reg- 
ular component,  and  remains  so.  Thus,  it  indicates  the  point  at

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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of 
manufacturers  and  represent  total  U.S.  consumption  of  cotton 
and  manmade  fiber  staple  on  the  cotton  system.  Estimates  are 


included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— This  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cbtton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top.  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description -The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Sun^y  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa— Statistics  for  previous 
Ttonths  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
)reviously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections, 
'■igures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
>reviously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
.umber  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
br  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
alendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
D  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— Thts  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  m  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— Inventory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures   include  cotton   and   raw  linters  as  follows:    On 
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hand,  far  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc/ts-Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles-The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  S/srem,/-lncludes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
Import  classification  system  Is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  oroblems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  numbei  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data : 

a.  Valuation-There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output-\/ a\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

fxporfs- Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 


Imports— ya\ued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

b.  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output-Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  com- 
binations of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated.  | 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

c.  Low- Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions- 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  $100  prior  to 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

d.  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 


e.  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

f .  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

g .  Used  Commodities-W\Xh  a  few  exceptions,  used  or 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export 
codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstatc-d  tc 
the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— JY\\%  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cbtton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top.  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description —The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Surrey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from 
monthto-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa— Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— Th\%  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \r\\ier\tory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  of  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include   cotton   and   raw  linters  as  follows:    On 
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hand,  far  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or'  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  SfocA^s-Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles-The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System) -\nc\udei  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classi- 
fication is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  sy^em  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  oroblems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  numbei  of  imported  commodities,  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  'Jnited  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data: 

a.  Valuation-Tbere  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output-Va\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

Exports— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 


/mports-V a\ued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.  i.  f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

b.  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Oufpt/f- Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  com- 
binations of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

c  .  Low- Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions- 
Commodity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports 
valued  under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not 
reported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $251  effective 
October  1969  and  for  shipments  valued  under  S100  prior  to 
October  1969.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on 
the  statistics  for  most  commodities. 

d.  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e.  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

f .  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

g.  Used    Commodities-W\th    a    few   exceptions,    used    oril 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export 
codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to 
the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— Ih'xs  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— Jhe  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from  month- 
to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 


Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa— Statistics  for  previous

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— Jh\%  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \r\\ientor\/  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material  stored 
in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants,  battings 
and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses—Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
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into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  I  inters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Stocks-Stock%  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles-The  term  "cotton -system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  S/srem,) -Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classifi- 
cation is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data: 

a.  Valuation— There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output— \/ a\ue6  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

Exports— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing 
plant  to  the  export  point. 

/mpo/ts-Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 


b.  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output -Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combina- 
tions of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

c.  Low-Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions-Corn-  | 
modity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports  valued  j 
under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not  re-  i 
ported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $501,  effective 
March  1979  and  for  shipments  under  $251  prior  to  March  1979.  ; 
This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on  the  statistics  | 
for  most  commodities. 

d.  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-Jhe 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed, 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  andl 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e.  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  will  be  a| 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by! 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especiallyi 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

f.  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  art 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  oii 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  export 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  t( 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerabh 
understated. 

g.  Used  Commodities-W\th  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuil 
commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  a 
is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  th 
extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

h.  Geographic  Area  of  Coverage-Import  and  export  dat 
reflect  the  movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  the  U.! 
customs  territory  (the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  an 
Puerto  Rico).  They  do  not  include  movements  between  tl" 
United  States  and  its  possessions.  Domestic  output  (shipment 
data  exclude  Puerto  Rico  and  other  outlying  areas.

The  annual  report  provides  similar  data  for  the 
geographic  areas  of  regions  of  the  U.S.  and  for  inside  and 
outside  SMSA's  of  the  U.S.  In  addition,  data  are  presented 
on  facilities  and  services  offered  in  new  rental  units,  such 
as  air  conditioning  and  swimming  pxDols. 


"CHARACTERISTICS  OF 
APARTMENTS  COMPLETED" 
—  Series  H-131 

This  report  provides  data  on  the  characteristics  of 
non-subsidized  and  privately  financed  apartment  units  in 
buildings  with  5  or  more  units  completed  during  a 
calendar  year.  For  unfurnished  units,  the  characteristics 
include  number  of  bedrooms,  asking  rent  classes,  and  the 
three-month  absorption  rate.  Geographically,  the  data  are 
presented  by  regions  of  the  U.S.  and  by  inside  and  outside 
SMSA's  for  the  U.S. 

For  furnished  units,  data  are  presented  for  the  U.S.  by 
asking  rent  classes  and  number  of  bedrooms.  For 
cooperative  and  condominium  units,  data  are  given  for  the 
U.S.  by  number  of  bedrooms,  regions,  and  percent 
absorbed  after  3  months. 

These  publications  are  of  great  value  to  builders, 
bankers,  market  analysts,  land  planners,  and  Government 
officials  trying  to  measure  the  needs  for  Federal,  State, 
and  local  assistance  in  providing  better  housing  for 
everyone. 

The  statistics  of  these  reports  are  based  on  a  survey 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.S.  Department 
of  Commerce,  for  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of 
manufacturers  and  represent  total  U.S.  consumption  of  cotton 
and  manmade  fiber  staple  on  the  cotton  system.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— Tb'ts  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  (inters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  I  inters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 

aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from  month- 
to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa-Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— Jh\s  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  11  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \n\/entory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material  stored 
in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants,  battings 
and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses— Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
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into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc^rs-Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  SKSfem^— Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classifi- 
cation is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data: 

a.  Valuation-There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Outputs/ a\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

Exports-Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing 
plant  to  the  export  point. 

Imports-Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 


b.  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output— Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combina- 
tions of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

c.  Low-Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions— Com- 
modity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports  valued 
under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not  re- 
ported for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $501,  effective 
March  1979  and  for  shipments  under  $251  prior  to  March  1979. 
This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on  the  statistics 
for  most  commodities. 

d.  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind— The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e.  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports— There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and   the   time   it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved,  i 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual  i 
figures. 

f.  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably! 
understated. 


g.  Used  Commodities— W\th  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuilt 
commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as 
is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  the 
extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

j 
h.  Geographic  Area  of  Coverage— \rr\pon  and  export  date 
reflect  the  movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  the  U.S 
customs  territory  (the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  anc 
Puerto  Rico).  They  do  not  include  movements  between  th( 
United  States  and  its  possessions.  Domestic  output  (shipments, 
data  exclude  Puerto  Rico  and  other  outlying  areas.  I

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— lW\s  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 

aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from  month- 
to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonrespionse,  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Data-Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Ad/ustment-The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— Jhh  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— Irwentor"^  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material  stored 
in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants,  battings 
and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses-Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
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into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  SrocA^s-Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles-The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System)— \nc\udes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classifi- 
cation is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data: 

a.  Valuation-There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output-y a\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

fxpom-Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing 
plant  to  the  export  point. 

/mpo/ts-Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 


b.  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output— Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combina- 
tions of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

c.  Low-Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions— Com- 
modity information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports  valued 
under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not  re- 
ported for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $501,  effective 
March  1979  and  for  shipments  under  $251  prior  to  March  1979. 
This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on  the  statistics  | 
for  most  commodities. 

i 

d.  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind— The  ; 

value   of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry  j 
level   often   includes  a  small   amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among   the   individual    five-digit    product   classes.    Export  and  i 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore,  j 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e.  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports— There  will  be  a  j 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the   producer  and  the   time   it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual  i 
figures.  ' 

f.  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or ' , 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

g.  Used  Commodities— With  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuilt 
commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as 
is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  the 
extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

h.  Geographic  Area  of  Coverage— \mport  and  export  data 
reflect  the  movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  the  U.S. 
customs  territory  (the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
Puerto  Rico).  They  do  not  include  movements  between  the 
United  States  and  its  possessions.  Domestic  output  (shipments) 
data  exclude  Puerto  Rico  and  other  outlying  areas.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey~lh\s  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  I  inters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description -The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  In  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks. 


Survey  frror-Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from  month- 
to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa-Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment-Jhe  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
:alendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
o  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar.

Seasonal  Adjustment-Thh  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments-Inventory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material  stored 
in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants,  battings 
and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses -Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going

into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  I  inters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc^^s -Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Splndles-Jhe  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System,/ -Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classifi- 
cation is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data: 

a.  Valuation —There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output-W a\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

Exports- Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing 
plant  to  the  export  point. 

Imports-V a\ued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 


b.  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output -Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combina- 
tions of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

c.  Low-Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions-Com- 
modity information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports  valued 
under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not  re- 
ported for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $501,  effective 
March  1979  and  for  shipments  under  $251  prior  to  March  1979. 
This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on  the  statistics 
for  most  commodities. 

d.  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-Jhe 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e.  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

f.  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Export  and  Imports- 
Export  and   import  data   do  not  include   materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or  i 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports! 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to! 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

I 

g.  Used  Commodities-W\th  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuilt) 
commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as 
is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  the 
extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

h.  Geographic  Area  of  Coverage— \mport  and  export  data 
reflect  the  movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  the  U.S. 
customs  territory  (the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
Puerto  Rico).  They  do  not  include  movements  between  the 
United  States  and  its  possessions.  Domestic  output  (shipments! 
data  exclude  Puerto  Rico  and  other  outlying  areas.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey-Jh\%  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  nnanufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
repKsrt. 

Sampling  Description -The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks. 

Survey  Error-Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from  month- 
to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa-Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment -The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
:alendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
o  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar.

Seasonal  Ad/ustment-This  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \nventor/  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material  stored 
in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants,  battings 
and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses -Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
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into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc/ts-Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spind/es-The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System) -\nc\ui(ies  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  I  inters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classifi- 
cation is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  wrtiich  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  w/hich,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data: 

a.  Valuation— There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  tyfies  of  data. 

Domestic  Output-^ a\ue6  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

fxports— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing 
plant  to  the  export  point. 

Imports— Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 


b.  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Oocpuf-Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combina- 
tions of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

c.  Low-Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions-Corn- 
modity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports  valued 
under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  infonnation  is  not  re- 
ported for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $501,  effective 
March  1979  and  for  shipments  under  $251  prior  to  March  1979. 
This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on  the  statistics  I 
for  most  commodities. 

d.  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-Jhe  j 
value   of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry; 
level   often  includes  a  small   amount  which  is  not  distributed; 
among   the    individual    five-digit    product   classes.    Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e.  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  will  be  a{ 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by; 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially|[ 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved.j 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

f.  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  arf 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  o 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  export 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  t( 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerable 
understated.  ^1 

g.  Used  Commodities-W\th  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuil' 
commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  c 
is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  th^ 
extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

h.  Geographic  Area  of  Coverage-\mport  and  export  dat 
reflect  the  movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  the  U." 
customs  territory  (the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  an 
Puerto  Rico).  They  do  not  include  movements  between  tf 
United  States  and  its  possessions.  Domestic  output  (shipment' 
data  exclude  Puerto  Rico  and  other  outlying  areas.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey -Jhh  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  I  inters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description -The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and' 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks. 


Survey  Error-Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from  month- 
to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution.

Seasonal  Adjustment-Jh\s  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments-Inventory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material  stored 
in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants,  battings 
and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses -Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
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into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc/fs-Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Splndles~lhe  term  "cotton -system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  S/sfem,/— Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classifi- 
cation is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data: 

a.  Valuation— Ihere  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output— Va\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

fxporte— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing 
plant  to  the  export  point. 

/mpo/ts- Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 


b.  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output-Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combina- 
tions of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated,  j 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data  ( 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

c.  Low-Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions-Com- 
modity information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports  valued  L 
under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not  re- jl 
ported  for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $501,  effective  , 
March  1979  and  for  shipments  under  $251  prior  to  March  1979.  j 
This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on  the  statistics  [ 
for  most  commodities. 

d.  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-Jhe  j 
value    of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry' 
level   often   includes  a  small   amount  which  is  not  distributed' 
among   the   individual    five-digit   product   classes.    Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e.  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved.; 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual! 
figures. 

f.  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  art 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  o\ 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  export;* 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  tc 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

g.  Used  Commodities-W\th  a  few  exceptions,  uted  or  rebuilj 
commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  iinport  or  export  codes  a 
is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  thi 
extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

h.  Geographic  Area  of  Coverage— \mport  and  export  dat 
reflect  the  movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  the  U.S 
customs  territory  (the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  am 
Puerto  Rico).  They  do  not  include  movements  between  th 
United  States  and  its  possessions.  Domestic  output  (shipments 
data  exclude  Puerto  Rico  and  other  outlying  areas.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— JW\i  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description -T\\e  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks. 


Survey  Error— figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from  month- 
to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Oara-Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment-Jhe  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar.

Seasonal  Adjustment— Th\s  report  presents  seasonally  ad-i 
justed  data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB.I 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  thai 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.' 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations' 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the>; 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than' 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonali' 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement^ 
issued  in  this  series. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \nver\tory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  thei 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material  stored 
in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants,  battings 
and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp.  i 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses  Stocks  oti 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth, 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 


into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 

(issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  SfocArs-Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spind/es-The  term  "cotton -system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
(the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  System) -\nc\udes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT.  AND 
X)MESTiC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
lomestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
nodity  classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
Bsed  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
esults  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
lata  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classifi- 
ation  is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
■nport  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
rom  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
lere  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
re  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities  which  are 
ot  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
1  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
i  arable  domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
I  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
nee,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
)llowing  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
f  data: 

a.   Va/uation -There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
le  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output-'^ a\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

fxpo/Ts-Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing 
plant  to  the  export  point. 

/mpo/ts-Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 
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b.  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Ot/(pt/r-Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combina- 
tions of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

c.  Low-Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions— Com- 
modity information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports  valued 
under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not  re- 
ported for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $501,  effective 
March  1979  and  for  shipments  under  $251  prior  to  March  1979. 
This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on  the  statistics 
for  most  commodities. 

d.  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e.  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

f.  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

g.  Used  Commodities— W\th  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuilt 
commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as 
is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  the 
extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

h.  Geographic  Area  of  Coverage- \mpon  and  export  data 
reflect  the  movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  the  U.S. 
customs  territory  (the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
Puerto  Rico).  They  do  not  include  movements  between  the 
United  States  and  its  possessions.  Domestic  output  (shipments) 
data  exclude  Puerto  Rico  and  other  outlying  areas.

Scope  of  Survey— J\r\\%  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks.

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from  month- 
to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Dafa-Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Ad/ustment-The  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar. 


Seasonal  Adjustment— This  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  thel 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely; 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variationsi 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than' 
seasonal  pattern.

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
^Tiodity  classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
oased    on    somewhat   differing   systems    of  classification.   This 

esults  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
.data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classifi- 
,:ation   is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 

mport  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 

rom  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
'here  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 

re  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities  which  are 
:iot  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
n  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable  domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
(1  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
ince,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
pllowing  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets

i  a.  Va/uation-There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
18  three  types  of  data. 

■  Domestic  Output-Va\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
1  includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
I    allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

fxporfs-Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
\  the   selling    price,    or  cost   if   not  sold,   and   inland   freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated    producers'  values   of  exports   have   also   been 

developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 

;  reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 

:  insurance,    and    other   charges   applied   from   the   producing 

[:  plant  to  the  export  point. 

/mpom-Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
!  States.   It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 


b.  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output-Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combina- 
tions of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

c.  Low-Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions— Com- 
modity information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports  valued 
under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not  re- 
ported for  shipments  individually  valued  under  S501,  effective 
March  1979  and  for  shipments  under  $251  prior  to  March  1979. 
This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on  the  statistics 
for  most  commodities. 

d.  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e.  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

f.  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

g.  Used  Commoditles-W\Xh  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuilt 
commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as 
is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  the 
extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

h.  Geographic  Area  of  Coverage- Ir^port  and  export  data 
reflect  the  movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  the  U.S. 
customs  territory  (the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
Puerto  Rico).  They  do  not  include  movements  between  the 
United  States  and  its  possessions.  Domestic  output  (shipments) 
data  exclude  Puerto  Rico  and  other  outlying  areas.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— JW\s  survey  covers  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters.  Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— J\\e  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks. 

Survey  Erro/-— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from  month- 
to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Da?a-Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment-Jhe  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar.

Seasonal  Adjustment— This  report  presents  seasonally  ad- 
justed data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— Irtventory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- Ji 
ship,  and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material  stored 
in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants,  battings 
and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses— Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth,  ji 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  OnS 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 


I       into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 

f       issued;   and    held   for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 

Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 

in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 

linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Stocks-Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
f      and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles-lhB  term  "cotton -system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  Sysfem^ -Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  Independently  and  are 
based   on   somewhat   differing   systems   of  classification    This 
_  results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classifi- 
cation IS  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented    Aside 
from   the   differences  in   the   basic  commodity  classifications 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities  which  are 
'  not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
m  very  small   quantities  and   which,   therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in   this   report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations 
since,  m  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data:

,     the   selling   price,    or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated    producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 

developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 

i    reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight 

:    msurance,   and   other   charges  applied  from  the   producing 

plant  to  the  export  point. 

/mports-Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
btates.  It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 
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b.  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output-Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combina- 
tions of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

c.  Low-Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions-Com- 
modity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports  valued 
under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not  re- 
ported for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $501,  effective 
March  1979  and  for  shipments  under  $251  prior  to  March  1979. 
This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on  the  statistics 
for  most  commodities. 

d.  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind -The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e.  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  It  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

f.  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  Include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

g.  Used  Commodities-With  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuilt 
commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as 
is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  the 
extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

h.  Geographic  Area  of  Coverage-import  and  export  data 
reflect  the  movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  the  U  S 
customs  territory  (the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
Puerto  Rico).  They  do  not  include  movements  between  the 
United  States  and  its  possessions.  Domestic  output  (shipments) 
data  exclude  Puerto  Rico  and  other  outlying  areas. 

RELATED  REPORTS 

An  annual  Current  Industrial  Report  is  published  In  this 
series.  The  annual  report  summarizes  monthly  figures  and 
incorporates  all  known  revisions  in  the  series  for  both  current 
and  previous  year,  thus  providing  a  single  reference  copy  to 
replace  the  monthly  publications.  This  annual  summary  provides 
additional  information  on  the  history  of  this  survey. 
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The  statistics  in  this  publication  are  based  on  a  survey  of 
manufacturers  and  represent  total  U.S.  consumption  of  cotton 
and  manmade  fiber  staple  on  the  cotton  system.  Estimates  are 


included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  A  more  complete  description  of  this  survey 
appears  on  page  10.

Consumption  of 
uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on  the  American  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are  excluded  from  this 
report. 

Sampling  Description— The  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  l\/122N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
aggregates  published  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from  a 
sample  of  approximately  800  consumers  and  1,200  warehouses, 
accounting  for  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption  and 
commercial  stocks. 


Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  include  esti- 
mates for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  from  month- 
to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are 
generally  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item. 
Individual  items  with  imputations  greater  than  10  percent  are 
footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable 
range  of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is 
unknown.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of 
the  data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation 
increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent 
should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revision  to  Previous  Period  Data-Statistics  for  previous 
months  may  be  revised  due  to  receipt  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
previously  made  as  described  above,  and  other  corrections. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from 
previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment-Jhe  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods).  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  periods  listed  in  the  reporting  calendar.

Seasonal  Adjustment— This  report  presents  seasonally  aa- 
justed  data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB. 
The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program. 
This  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average  method.  It  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations 
repeated  constantly  from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The 
seasonally  adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than 
seasonal  pattern.  Additional  information  concerning  seasonal 
adjustment  is  available  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  supplement 
issued  in  this  series. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— Inventory  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  material,  material  stored 
in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants,  battings 
and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses —Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which! 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
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into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters 
in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  of  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Sfoc/rs— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  S/sfemy— Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently  and  are 
based  on  somewhat  differing  systems  of  classification.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classifi- 
cation is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities  which  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data: 

a.  Valuation— There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data. 

Domestic  Output-V a\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

Exports— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing 
plant  to  the  export  point. 

/mpo/Ts- Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 


b.  Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output -Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combina- 
tions of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

c.  Low-Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions— Com- 
modity  information  is  not  shown  for  individual  imports  valued 
under  $251.  For  exports,  commodity  information  is  not  re- 
ported for  shipments  individually  valued  under  $501,  effective 
March  1979  and  for  shipments  under  $251  prior  to  March  1979. 
This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effect  on  the  statistics 
for  most  commodities. 

d.  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-The 
value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry 
level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed 
among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and 
import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore, 
be  slightly  overstated. 

e.  Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by 
the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially 
when  intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

f.  "Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

g.  Used  Commodities-Wtth  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuilt 
commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as 
is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  the 
extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

h.  Geographic  Area  of  Coverage— \rr\pon  and  export  data 
reflect  the  movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  the  U.S. 
customs  territory  (the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
Puerto  Rico).  They  do  not  include  movements  between  the 
United  States  and  its  possessions.  Domestic  output  (shipments) 
data  exclude  Puerto  Rico  and  other  outlying  areas.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


Scope  of  Survey/— J\n\i  survey  includes  public  warehouses  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming 
cotton,  manmade  fiber  staple,  and  raw  linters  on  the  cotton 
system.  Consumption  of  uncut  top  and  other  longer  fibers  on 
the  American  and  other  new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top  are 
excluded  from  this  repwrt. 

Sampling  Description— l^e  data  shown  in  this  publication 
were  collected  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  monthly  Forms  M22N, 
Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage  and  Compresses,  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters. 

This  report  summarizes  the  consumption  and  stocks  data 
published  monthly  in  the  Current  Industrial  Reports  Series 
M22P,  Consumption  on  the  Cotton  System.  A  tabulation  of  the 
annual  reports  submitted  by  respondents  who  are  excluded 
from  the  monthly  mailing  panel  did  not  show  any  significant 
differences  compared  to  the  monthly  estimates.  As  a  result,  no 
revisions  have  been  made  to  the  monthly  figures  previously 
published  in  this  series. 

Survey  frror— Figures  for  each  month  may  include  estimates 
for  respondents  whose  reports  were  not  received  in  time  for  tab- 
ulation. Such  missing  figures  are  imputed  for  month-to-month 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms  and  are  generally  limited 
to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  item.  Individual 
itemswith  higher  than  10-percent  imputation  rate  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the  poten- 
tial error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because  the 
actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not 
closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  probable  range 
of  difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is  un- 
known. The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of  the 
data,  however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation  in- 
creases. Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent  should 
be  used  with  caution. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment— Ihe  data  are  adjusted  for 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns  (i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods^.

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments— \nventoTy/  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  in  any  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in  bale 
form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishment  regardless  of  owner- 
ship, and  the  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  in-process  materials,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses  or  at  other  manufacturing  plants, 
battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  and  Compresses —Stocks  of 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of 
the  day  indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  growth. 
These  figures  include  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  On 
hand,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which 
are  awaiting  shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going 
into  storage,  for  which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been 
issued;  and  held  for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit  Cor- 
poration. However,  the  data  exclude  cotton  and  raw  linters  in 
transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse  and  stocks  or  cotton  and 
linters  waste,  motes,  etc. 

Farm  and  Gin  Stocks— Stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  at  farms 
and  gins  are  excluded. 

Spindles— The  term  "cotton-system  spinning  spindles"  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period  for  each  fiber  classification  listed. 

Consumption  (Cotton  S/srem,/  — Includes  materials  passed 
through  the  opener  or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and 
put  into  process  for  spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes 
cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.
